On Application the Court Sets His Insan- 
ity Hearing fot April 5.

SHOOTING THROUGH STE BL. 


The Futility of Armored War Ships Be- 
ing Fully Demonstrated. 


The futility of piling steel armor plates on 
war vessels is being Gemonstrated atthe 
new testing ground of the Cramps, says the 
Philadelphia Record. There, at intervals of 
a few Gays, conical shelle-are fired through 
sinches of solid steel armor plate with as 
apparent ease asthough the plates were the 
fiimsiest cardboard, The range is on the 
Lewis farm, above Wheatsheaf Lane, along 
the Delaware River. The shells, which are 
3 inches in diameter and 10 inches long, are 
forged from the finest hardened steel and 
fitted by the Cramps foruse in the United 
States army and navy, and itis to test the 
quality -of the steel in different lots that 
these experiments are being conducted. 

A heavy abutment of railroad ties has been 
erected asa fender to hold a bank of earth, 
and in front of that is placed a heavy oak 
plank box, five feet square and ten feet long, 
which is filled with sand, 

Against another fender in front of this box 
is set up one of the armor plates, such as are 
used on the armored cruisers and battle - 
ships now being bullt. One hundred feet 
distant from the plate is the firing house—a 
* bullaing about thirty feet long by ten 

et wide and double-lined to deaden sound. 
Two three-inch rapid-firing Driggs-Schroeder 
guns are used in the tests. When everything 
is ready forfiring a lanyard is passed out of 
the back of the dullding and through an 
aperture ina pile of heavy spruce joists, the 
gun having previously been sighted. 

When the gun is fire] the wall of steel is 
pierced by the projectile, leaving only a 
fringe around the hole where the shot 
passed out on the opposite side. It is then 
sought for in the sandin the boxand ex- 
amined closely as to condition. Of course 
the shell is not charged or it would explode 
and blow up the box and all around after 
going througu the steel. Not all the shells 
fired at the steel armor plate go through it. 
and this is considered sufficient cause for 
condemnation of that batch tof projectiles. 
The expe riments are all conducted by the 
Cramps’ regular staff of ordnance officers.

The Carnegie armor plate fraud is a very 
singular transaction. 

Briefly told, some 3 of the Car- 
negie Steel Co. informed the Secretary of 
the Navy that that company was palming 
off on the Government some armor plate 
which was not up to the mark, The Gov- 
ernment inspectors were deceived by a 
shrewd device and Uncle Sam's navy fur- 
nished with armor likely to fail when it 
is most needed. After investigation, the 
charges were pronounced to be well 
founded, and Mr. H. C. Frick and another 
partner invited to Washington to talk the 
matter over with the President and Secre- 
tary. 

After some negotiations, the firm was 
made to give up 10 per cent of the contract 
price. Mr. Frick also promised that simi- 
lar tricks should never be played in fut- 
ure. He then took leave of President 
Cleveland and Secretary Herbert, first, 
however, giving and receiving assurances 
of the most distinguished consideration. 

To a landsman the queer thing about this 
is that the armor was accepted at all. It 
was of doubtful quality and is likely to be 
unserviceable at the most critical moment. 
Instead of rejecting it, throwing it back 
upon the Carnegie company, itis to be put 
on Uncle Sam’s ships and contribute to 
the weaknesses already discovered. It 
may be, however, that the defects are to 
be corrected; but the fact remains that 
the goods are not up to contract. 

But a still more surprising feature of the 
case is that the frauds were perpetrated 
without the knowledge of Carnegie, Frick 
or any of the other managers of the con- 
cern. A great deal of labor was involved 
in the accomplishment of the swindle, 
many workingmen labored night and day 
to prepare it. A great deal of money was 
spent, but no responsible man connected 
with the works knew what was going on. 
It was a base fraud on the Government for 
the benefit of Carnegie and Frick. And 
yet the only possible explanation is that 
the men engaged in it were so loyal that 
they perpetrated this swindle to add to 
the profits of the employers they loved so 
well.

Thts is a hard saying and the task the 
League has set for iteelf is hard. The 
Leagus does not find warrant for this 
method of procedure for the redemption 
of mankind from social impurity or any 
other kind of sin in the precepts of the 
great teacher in whose name it is working. 
There is no record of his ever having con- 
ducted a campaign against a sinner or 
having kicked a sinner into the gutter, or 
persuaded others todo so. On the other 
hand, although he denounced sin, he in- 
tariably mingled with sinners and held 
out a helping hand to them.

ELECTRICAL MONOPOLY. 


A scandal is brewing in New York which 
is likely to develop magnificent propor- 
tions. The Cataract General Blectric Co,, 
com posed of a number of multi-millionaires, 
has acontract to furnish power drawn from 
Niagara Falls to canal boats and to all 
towns and private plants which can be 
reached. The company has the right to 
use the public roads and is granted other 
valuable privileges out of which millions 
are to be made. The one clause which 
guards the interest of the people provides 
that the State may at any time buy the 
plant ata price 10 per cent in advance of 
the actual cost. 

On first glance there is no more milk in 
this cocoanut than is usually found when 
franchises are given away. But it comes 
out that the negotiations with the 
company proceeded from the  Govern- 
or’s office and that the Superin- 
tendent of Public Works only 
signed the contract after it was made. 
It also appears that while the matter was 
under consideration a bill was working 
through the Legislature forbidding such 
contracts. Before the bill reached the 
Governor, however, the contract was 
signed, and now the syndicate is in pos- 
session and cannot be dislodged. 

The story is said to be startling, but 
there is nothing unusual init. It differs 
irom others of the same sort only because 
the amount involved is enormously 
greater. Something of the sort is always 
expected wherever a franchise to make a 
private fortune out of the public wealth is 
granted. 

But it is surprising that the people of 
New York sleepily permitted acorporation 
to acquire a monopoly of what may be 
perhaps in the near future the whole mo- 
tive power of the State. Electricity is now 
at the base of industry, an absolute neces- 
sary of life, and the Cataract company, 
in possession of the falls, controls the 
supply and can levy tolls as it wills. It is, 
or is probably destined to be, the most 
gigantic and most oppressive and merci- 
less monopoly ever seen; and yet it was 
acquired quietly, quickly, stealthily, by a 
secret process unknown to the people 
whose interests were neglected or violated 
by the officers sworn to support and defend 


them.

Post-Office Clerks Have the St. Leuis 
Congressman Commited to the Bill. 


The Post-office clerks of St. Louis are jubi- 
lant over the receipt of a telegram from Con- 
gressman Seth W. Cobb, in which the latter 
says be isin favor of the bill now before the 
House looking to a bettering of the condition 
of the Post-office clerks, and that he will do 
everything in his power to secure its pas- 


sage. 
This bill, whichis known as H. R. 36, pro- 
vides for the classification of clerks in first 


and second class post-offices, and for ning 
their salaries. Underthe present system the 
‘hief of the Salary and Allowance Division 
in the Post-ofce Department at Wash- 
ington has entire charge of the appro- 

priation for the clerks’ salaries at the 
different post-offices. He is a mere clerk, 

and yet his position is the most remarkable 
and most unique of any official’s in the 
service of the Government—the President not 
excepted—in that he has centralized in him 
the power to distribute as he sees fit, without 
check or hindrance, all the enormous sum 
which goes t. pay the army of 10,000 men 
who work as clerks in the post- offices of the 
country. 

This power, if arbitrarily exercised, would 
lead to hopeless confusion and complications 
of the gravest character. Kach Postmaster 
is allowed so much money for clerk hire, ac- 
cording to the appropriation of Con- 
gress, and this he must divide along 
the line of certain artificial divisions. 
He then sets the men to work according to 
their fitness, regardless of classification, 80 
thattwo men doling exactly the same work 
in different cities may receive the one twice 
as much as the other. 

This system of clerk hire is entirely out of 
keeping with the progress of the Post-office 
Department in other respects, In other 
ways it nas advanced and kept pace with the 
country, but in this respect the methods now 
in vogue are the same as those of sixty years 
ago 
The new bill will merely classify the men in 
the first-class offices on a per centum ratio of 
the Postmasters’ salary? In the second- 
Class offices the clerks will enter the 
service at $600 a year and progress 
annually to $900. Chief clerks’ salartes 
will range from $1,000 to $1,500. Messengers 
and porters from $500 to $700. 500% ith this bulk a 
law the exact amount necessary for 
salaries will be known, and can be appro- 
priated, so thata clerk’s salary will not be 
jumping up and down from year to year, ac- 
cording to necessity pr eaprice, like the mer- 
cury in March weather. 

The bill has been approved by the Postmas- 
ter-General and the House Committee on 
Post · omces and Post- roads, and its chances 
for passage are considered excellent.

Hoke Napier, a well-known lumberman, 
wos walking along the street, when he was 
overtaken by Henry Collins, a former em-

“Collins demanded 4 settle- 
ment of their diMculty, at the same time 
drawing a revoiver. 

Napier also drew his revolver and both 
men fired at the same instant. Collins was 
hit under right arm and died instantly. The 
ball from Collins’ revolver took effect in 


Napier’s abdomen and he lived only a few 


hours. 

Collins was a quarrelsome man and a 
cousin to the notorious Collins who is now 
serving a life sentence in the penitentiary for 
robbing the F. F. V. train in this city last 
year, at which time one man was killed.

LETTER FROM ain WILSON,
